WALKER’S MISSION. 


Keynote of the Expedition To 
Venezuelan Waters. 





British Overreaching in South America 
Must Cease, and the Off-Quoted 
Monroe Doctrine be Put 
Into Practice. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Thre are 
good reasons for believing that the 
sealed instructions, which were yester- 
day delivered to Admiral Walker on 
board the Chicago, intrusted him with 
a mission more important, perhaps, 
than any that had been confided to an 
American naval officer in recent years. 
The conference which President Harri- 
son held with Acting Secretary of 
State Adee on his recent visit 
to Washington; the long consulta- 
tion between Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy and Mr. Adee before 
Admiral Walker’s orders were agreed 
on; the carefully worded official state- 
ment given out through the United 
Press that the admiral was ‘‘directed 
to pursue a vigorous course in dealing 
with the situation, especially in con- 
nection with foreign aggression,” all 
take on new significance on the sup- 
position, believed to be well founded, 
that Admiral Walker's mission to La 
Guyra with his squadron will be to 
proffer the friendly intervention of the 
United States to the Venezuelan au- 
thorities, whoever they may be by the 
time he arrives there, for the purpose 
of preventing the final absorption of 
Venezuelan territory by Great Britain, 
and further to secure the restoration of 
the status quo as to boundaries as it 
existed prior to 1877, and to obtain con- 
sent for the submission to arbitration 
of the question of title to the territory 
in dispute between the two govern- 
ments. 

The key note of the whole expedition 
is found in the following extract from 
a dispatch addressed to Mr. Blaine, be- 
fore the resignation of the state de- 
partment portfolio, by Mr. Perasa, the 
Venezulean minister to Washington: 

‘*The Hon Mr. Blaineis already aware 
that agents of the government of Great 
Britain have taken possession, unduly 
and forcibly, of the port of Barima, 
at the mouth of the Orinoco, 
whieh up to that - time -had: -been 
possessed by Venezuela, whose title to 
it was and is indisputable. Itis only 
necessary to glance at the mapof South 
America in order to see the vast im- 
portance of this aggressive step of 
Great Britain. When a European mar- 
itime power has once obtained a foot- 
hold at Barima it controls the Orinoco 


river and its affluents. Through 
these tributaries it may penetrate 
as far os the Bio de .ip 


Plata. Venezuela, is therefore not the 
only American republic that is at the 
mercy of the naval power that gets 
control] of the Orinocoriver. Colombia, 
Peru, Bolivia, Brazil, the Argentine 
Republic and Uruguay are likewise at 
its merey. This is nota danger which 
threatens Venezuela alone; it threat- 
ens all America and it is, perhaps, more 
serious than the possession of the Pan- 
ama canal by a European power, 
since it would render nugatory the 
efforts which, through the United 
States government.are now being made’ 
by the nations of America to draw 
closer their family bonds; to unify the 
interests, and to have one and the 
same destiny in future. All those as- 
pirations might be rendered fruitless 
by the presence and control in the 
Orinoco of so formidable a naval power 
as is Great Britain. Her vessels would 
enter the mouth of the river and would 
carry to the great centers of population 
her productions, her ideas and her ex- 
clusive interests.” 

Mr. Perasa, in behalf of the Vene- 
zuelan government, earnestly and al- 
most pathetically begged the United 
States government to intervene to pre- 
vent the republic from final disruption 
and to secure the submission to arbi- 
tration of the questions in dispute. 

Nevertheless the British colonial au- 
thorities lost no time in perfecting 
their ursurpation. Armed forces were 
dispatched to the Yurari region and 
took possession without resistance, the 
Venezuelan inhabitants barely num- 
bering 100, all the rest of the men at 
the mines being English. 

The Venezuelan minister at this 
period, who was Mr. Olvarria, writing 
from Paris to Secretary Bayard, very 
pointedly says: ‘‘With these facts be- 
fore you, your excellency must be con- 
vinced that the British government in 
such proceedings follows a preconcerted 
plan with the object of gaining pos- 
session in the shortest time possible of 
the whole of the territory of Venezue- 
lan Guinea and of the most im- 
portantrivers. Already this movement 
is no longer concealed under pretended 
boundary rights; it is no longer con- 
fined tothe capricious lines mapped 
out by the adventurous engineers upon 
the charts of that important region in 
obedience to the will which pays them. 
England has at last declared emphatic- 
ally that her rights are without limit 
and embrace whatever regions may be 
suggested to her by her insatiable 
thirst for conquest. She even goes 
so far as to deny the validity 
of railway grants comprised within 
territory where not even the wildest 
of fancy had ever conceived that the 
day would come whea Venezuela’s 
rights thereto could be disputed. The 
fact is, that until now England has re- 
lied upon impunity. She holds us a 
weak and friendly nation, and seeks to 


tories the base of a conqaest which, ff 
circumstances are not altered, will have 
no other bounds than the dictates of 
her own will.” 

Returning to his post of duty at 
Washington, Mr. Olivarria again ad- 
dressed Mr. Bayard, February 20, 1888, 
as follows: ‘‘Disastrous and fatal con- 
sequences would ensue for the inde- 
pendence of South Amcrica if, under 
the pretext of a question of boundaries, 
Great Britain should succeed in con- 
summating the usurpation of a third of 
our territory and therewith a 
river as important as the Orinoco. 
Under the pretext of a mere ques 
tion of boundaries, begun on the 
banks of the Essequibo, we now 
find ourselves on the verge of loss in 
regions lying more than five degrees 
away from the river, and under the 
same pretext a raid has been made 
from Cape Nassau for the survey of the 
island Barima, at the mouth of the 
Orinoco. 

“T greatly rely on the friendly and 
disinterested offices of the government 
of the United States; but in the sup- 
position that the British government 
will continue to regard the case asa 
simple question of frontiers, and will 
keep on protesting that she is opera- 
ting in her own territory, it occurs to 
me to respectfully suggest to your ex- 
cellency that the opportunity has come 
for the government of the United 
States, in view of the recent occur- 
rences, to regard the question under a 
different aspect and to consider the 
means of its effective intervention.” 

This ‘‘different aspect” appears now 
to be taken by our government, and 
Admiral Walker has been charged with 
the mission of bringing about the ‘‘ef- 
fective intervention.” 

The progressive character of British 
claims in Venezuela is shown by a dis- 
patch received from our minister, Mr. 
Scruggs, dated Caracas, April 25, 1890, 
in whith he says: “The recent 
occupation by a British police 
force of a Jarge area of territory 
south and west of the limits hitherto 
claimed by England as the boundary 
of her Guinean possessions is creating 
grave apprehension here. It will be 
remembered that Venezuela has stead- 
ily maintained, since 1836, that the 
Essequibo river is the limit of British 
possessions. It will be remembered 


troversy England claimed only to the 
Pumaron. Subsequently she ex- 
tended her claims westward to the 
gulf of Morujana and southward to 
the river Guiaima. Later on, 


taking advantage of the un- 
settled political condition’ of 


the country, she further extended her 
claims, first to the river Barima then to 
Braza Barima (including the fertile isl- 
and of that name), and finally south- 
ward up the main channel of the Ori- 
noco delta as faras Amacura, the start- 
ing point from westward of what is 
known as the ‘Schomburk line.’ 
Never, I believe, until quite recently, 
has England claimed this line as 
the southern boundary of _ her 


colonial possessions. On the con- 
trary, she has more than _ once 
explicitly disclaimed any such 
pretensions. Yet she now not only oc- 


cupies the entire territory north of this 
line, but has taken possession of large 
districts south of it. More than this, 
she now lays claim to almost the entire 
teritory north of the Caroni east of the 
Orinoco below the mouth of the Caroni. 
This includes, of cause, the vast terri- 
tory of Yuruari, wherein are situated 
the rich and productive gold mine of 
Caratal and Colloa.2 

“Of course the Venzuelan govern- 
ment is not prepared to resist these 
bold encroachments; otherwise they 
would hardly be attempted. The gov- 
ernment here has been  endeavor- 
ing for more than six months past to 
re-establish diplomatic relations. re- 
store the status quo of 1886, and have 
the question of boundary referred to 
arbitration, but without the slightest 
prospect of success. The _ British 
government makes it a condition that 
Venezuela relinquish her claim to all 
territory north of the ‘Schemburk line’ 
and that arbitration be limited to dis- 
puted territory south of that line. The 
restoration of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain has 
recently been brought about through 
the good offices of Minister Lincoln, 
during the closing days of the Salis- 
bury government, but there the con- 
cession stopped. As our minister to 
Venezuela subsequently reported: 
‘The vital point in _ dispute, 
namely, the command . of the 
great mouth of the Orinoco is precisely 
the one which Great Britian now re- 
fuses to submit to friendly arbitation. 
It may be that with a powerful squad- 
ron of the United States in the harbor 
of La Guyra, under command of an ad- 
miral specially instructed to aid and 
assist to the full extent of his power, 
Venezuela may be able to renew the 
overtures for arbitration to better pur- 
pose.” 

Honors will be easy so far as con- 
cerns the display of physical force. 
Immediately after the consummation 
of the seizure of Barima the British au- 
thorities ordered three war steamers 
of their Barbadoes squadron, the 
Belleropon, the Emerald and the 
Partridge. to rendezvous in Demarara 
with the supposed purpose of intimi- 
dating Venezuela and securing the ac- 
quiesence in the seizure. Admiral 
Walker’s three cruisers, the Chicago, 
the Concord and the Kearsage, will 
very nearly offset the British squadron, 
and will just a little outclass them.

TERRIBLY IN EARNEST. 





The Fire Islanders Determined that the 
Passengers from Cholera-Infected Ships 
Shall Not Land and Take Possession of 
the Retreat Provided for Them—They 
Are Not Moved, Even, by an Appeal to 
Thely Manhood by Senator McPherson— 
A Terrible Situation. 

Firt Isianp, Sept. 13.—The people 
here appear to have lost all sense of 
humanity. They have been appealed to 
in the name of God to permit the old- 
est women and youngest children to be 
takem to the hotel for the night that 
theirlives might be saved and have re- 
fused, with brutal jeers. 

Even this since nightfall displays a 
degree of cruelty well nigh incon- 
ceivable. 

After the Cephus came to anchor two 
police officers rowed to the landing 
and asked that a letter be taken to Dr. 
Wright. The mob refused to allow the 
letter to come ashore and drove the 
police officers off with threats. 

As it was getting dark and no satis- 
factory answer had arrived from the 
first boat asecond boat put off from 
the steamer, rowed by two police. In 
the stern stood a tall, gray-haired man, 
Robert Thompson. As he approached 
the landing the mob gathered threat- 
eningly. Heasked to be heard in be- 
half of the 200 women and children 
on the steamer who were suffer- 
ing from exposure and exhaustion. 
After several minutes of  insult- 
ing retorts by the mob, he was 
allowed to speak. He said the men on 
the steamer did not ask to land. The 
young ladies would remain, if neces- 
sary, but the old women, some of them 
grandmothers, and the children, suf- 
fering, not for comforts, but for decent 
care, should be allowed to land. They 
would be returned to the steamer after 
a night's rest and one meal. 

Attorney Williard P. Ried answered 
that if the captain of the steamer 
would come ashore, the people for 
whom he spoke would consider the re- 
quest. 

Mr. Thompson returned to the 
steamer after saying that he would at- 
tempt to bring the captain back with 
him. 

It was dark, except for the light of 
the stars when the boat was seen pull-

#A, spare figure was seen standing in 
the bow. “It is Senator McPherson, of 
New Jersey,” called out Mr. Thompson. 
Senator McPherson stood silent for 
some moments looking at the mob. 

“Citizens,” said the senator at last, 
“The captain declines to come here. If 
you will give your injunctions I give 
you my word of honor I will give them 
to him and he will accept them as 
legally served.” 

Attorney Ried simply replied that 
the captain must come ashore. 

“Tf we can bring him ashore will you 
agree to let these suffering, innocent, 
helpless people land?” 

“They cannot land,” yelled the mob. 
The senator turned his face up to the 
mob, and in an impressive voice said: 
“IT appeal to you, men, in the name of 
God not to be longer led _ into 
heartless cruelty by this attorney 
but to give your consent that these 
women and children be taken from 
this boat, where they have nothing to 
eat, no place to sleep, where the com- 
mon decencies of life cannot be longer 
observed; where their surroundings are 
foul from sea sickness. Wait before 
youanswer. Think what you will be 
doing. Remember your own wives and 
children, and be manly. Do not bring 
an everlasting disgrace upon your 
names. Be men.” 

It did not seem as if human beings 
capable of understanding the language 
in which they were addressed could 
withstand the appeal, but the crowd 
stood there, sullen and silent, while the 
lawyer said: ‘*They cannot land; if we 
permit them we will give away our 
case.” 

‘‘They cannot land,” the mob chimed 
in. Senator McPherson sank down in 
the boat overcome. 

When the boat was rowed back to the 
steamer, the newspaper men, who had 
listened to this at once went to every 
member of the Islip board who was 
present and begged that this horrible 
crime be not committed. At 11:30 
o’clock a meeting of the board was 
held and a resolution was pussed that 
if Dr. Vough would go with Lawyer 
Ried tothe steamer and see that the 
injunction papers were served, the 
board would allow food and blankets 
to be taken aboard. 

Dr. Vough was made to promise if 
this was allowed no attempt would be 
made to land passengers. The excite- 
ment did not abate in the slightest de- 
gree after the Cephus had withdrawn 
to the stream. The crowd on the dock 
muttered threats and swearing that 
the people on the excursion vessel 
could rot before they would be allowed 
to land.

Summon all good citizens to aid 
you. Those passengers are in want of food. 
There is no danger from cholera. The only 
danger is that the passengers mav be driven to 
distraction.

Why the Companies Do Not Care to Issne 
Policies to Them, 

If it were not for women the business 
of the life insurance companies, not 
only of this country but of the world 
would be of so small dimensions 
that it certainly would not be attrac- 
tive to capital. It can not be denied 
that the prime motive of the man who 
insures his life either for a large or 
fmall arnount is the laudable wish to 
piace the women and children depend- 
ing on h's exertions beyond immediate 
wantincase of his taking off. There 
are, of course, exceptions to this rule, 
where policies are held for purely busi- 
ness rcasons, but it is safe to say that 
more than seventy-five per cent. of the 
life insurance held in America is for the

When the 
industrial department was inaugurated, 
twenty-three years ago, it was practic- 
ally out of the question for persons on 
small wages to leave anything to their 
families, or to provide for any debts 
that they might owe at death, because 
insurance was then beyond the reach of 
people of moderate means. The com- 
panies in general accepted only male 
adult lives; declined to insure women 
and children; to write policies for less 
than a thousand dollars, or te accept 
dues oftener than once in threw rtonths. 
Under the modern plan, men, Yomen 
aud children are taken, from the grand- 
parent of seventy to the babe a year 
old. The insurance costs five cents per 
week upward, the dues are collected at 
the homes of the insured, and policiea 
are paid promptly at death. 

The desirability of insurance of thiy 
description need not be discussed at 
length. No life is so valuable to a fam- 
ly as that of the bread winner; but 
when death invades the circle, robbing 
it either of a parent or a child, it not 
infrequently comes hand in hand with 
poverty, and finds the family without 
the means of decent burial. Here it is

that the insurance money, promptly 
paid, does such great service. The 
policies are, of course, small when com- 
pared with those people of means af- 
ford; but what more consoling than a 
few hundred dollars at a time when the 
vorld seems atits blackest. Further- 
more, it should be said that the indus- 
trial companies do not confine their 
business to any class, although, of 
course, their principal work is among 
the poor. Any one in good health may 
secure policies’, and, as a matter of fact, 
many professional men and women do 
so. Ten or twenty cents a week is 
easily saved, and the payment of it to 
the collector when he calls reduces the 
trouble toa minimum. 

At first blush the insurance business 
would seem to offer a good opening to 
enterprising women as agents cr can- 
vassers. The commissions paid are un- 
doubtedly much more remunerative 
than the outcome of many other occu- 
pations to which women devote them- 
selves, and the work is not of an unsuit- 
able character. It certainly is no worse 
than book canvassing, and the securing 
of a single ten thousand dollar policy 
would bring better returns than could 
be possibly expected from several weeks’ 











tween the ages of sixteen and twenty- 
six the mortality among women is 
somewhat greater, although the pre- 
ponderance is not very marked. A 
comparison of the figures prepared by 
the insurance companies is apt to be 
misleading because of the small number 
of women included in their returns; 
but the companies have these figures, 
und on them base their conclusions. 

Insurance men account for this al- 
leged greater mortality of women vari- 
ously. tell us that it is due to 
the difficulty of ascertaining the pecu- 
liar physical condition of women in 
their applications, and others assert 
that the statements made by women, 
although probably unintentionally so, 
ure likely to be misleading. These ex- 
planations are of the kind that do not 
explain much. It would seem to be the 
duty of an insurance company to in- 
force proper medical and other examina- 
tions prior to issuing a policy to eithg: 
map or woman, and itis not an unrea- 
sonable supposition that if the death 
rate among the few women insured has 
been unduly large, there must have 
been some dereliction on the part of the 
companies in selecting the risks. It is 
the evidence of medical examiners who 
have been consulted by the writcr that 
women, as a rule, give straightforward 
answers to all questions relating to 
themselves. In some instances medical 
women have teen employed as exam- 
iners, but with questionable results, be- 
cause of a 
part of women to confide their physical 
ailments or personal history to other 
women. One medical man tells me that 
during a long experienco he has never 
met with a case of refusal or hesitation 
on the part of a woman applicant to 
give any needed information. Frauds 
have been attempted by women, and 
have been successfully carried out, but 
the charge is equally true against men, 
and their perpetration in either sex can 
be guarded against readily if the med- 
ical examiners do their duty. 

Life insurance among the women of 
the leisure classes is not making great 
progress; there is very little of it writ- 
ten relatively, in fact. There are many 
reasons for this aside from the indispo- 
sition of the companies to issue policies 
to women. In the first place, the same 
reasons for insurance do not exist that 
in the case of the industrial

By 
count there were four hundred and 
ninety-five claims paid, and of these 
two hundred and thirty-six were fe- 
males and two hundred and fifty-nine 
males. And right here we find evidence 
of important character bearing on the 
question of the relative mortality of the 
two sexes, and it will be observed that 
it is in favor of the women. At the 
close of last year the company referred 
to had assets of more than thirteen and 
n half millions of dollars, and a surplus 


for policy holders of over three mil-| 


lions. The policies it had in force at 
the end of last year numbered 2,281,640, 
and considerably more than half of th's 
geeat total was on the lives of women 
and children. Recently it paid three 


hundred and ninety-seven death claims

| great a rarity that I have never met 
one, although I am told there are some 
in the field, and that they have met 
with marked success. The experimert 
has been tried in the industrial depart- 
ment, but there conditions are by no 
means the same as in general insurance 
work. In the large cities the work of 
the industrial companies, by its char- 
acter is naturally largely confined to 
the tenement house districts, and the 
climbing of stairs requires more phy- 
sical backbone than most women pos- 
sess. Again, the field has to be gons 
over every week, for the canvassers are 
also the collectors, so the labor is prac- 
tically unending. In the smaller cities 
and towns where the working classes 
have their homes, in cottages or every- 
day houses, this great obstacle to the 
entrance of women to the field is not 
presented, and many have been able to 
make very fair compensation. It is 
found that a sensible woman, when 
face to face witha struggling sister, can 
bring home the truths about life insur- 
ance much more forcibly than the aver- 
age cold-blooded man.—Walter UJ. Bar- 
nett, in Ladies’ Home Journa!.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Death of a Remarkable Colored Woman. 

Eliza King, colored, died in St. Louis, 
aged 116 years, 

She was, perbaps, the oldest permon in the 
United States, with the exception of a Yuma 
Indian woman now living near Texas Hill, in 
Arizona. ‘Old A‘ Liza,” as she was familiarly 
called, was born in Kentucky long before that 
state was admitted into the Union. Her par- 
ents were brought from Africa, and were sold 
to a rich South Carolina planter by the name of 
Hampton, who was a relative of ex-Senator 
Wade Hampton, of that state. They 
were resold and taken to Kentucky by a 
planter named Thompson Smith, who owned 
asmall farm near Paris, in Bourbon county. 
Eliza had nine brothers and two sisters, all of 
whom lived to be old people. She remembered 
the time of the earthquake nearly a century 
ago, and in her declining days often referred to 
that time and how frightened the darkies were. 
Eliza never worked on the farm during slavery 
time, for, being a neat, tidy woman, she was 
assigned by her master to house duties. She 
was married seventy years ago to a slave who 
was also owned by Smith. Twelve children 
were born unto them, the youngest being now 
only 36 years old, she having borne achild at 
the age of 82, a case almost unparalleled in the 





history of modern times. When God 
appeared unto Abraham and (tadd him 
that he sbould be the father, and 


his wife, Sarah, the mother of a nation, Abra- 
ham laughed and said: ‘Shall a child be born 
unto him that is an 100 years old? aud shall 
Sarah that is 90 years old. bear?’ God an- 
swered, and commanded Abraham to name the 
child Isaac. These are the only two cases 
known where women have become mothers at 
such an old age. Twenty years ago Eliza lost 
her husband and she moved away from her 
Kentucky home to St. Louis, where she ob- 
tained employment as a washerwoman, Shoe 
led an active life up to a year ago, when her 
health and eyesight failed her and she was 
compeled to take to her bed. 


He Charms Snakes. 
Cooke county, Tex., boasts of a snake 
charmer, who, it is said, has no equal 
on the habitable globe. 


His name is Frank Kerr, about 22 years of 
age. His wonderful power over the most 
venomous reptiles—a power which it is his 
delight to use constantly —has long been 
the wonder of everyone. It is his custom 
to walk proudly up the strest with the heads 
of thres or four snakes hanging out of 
his pockets. and with his neck decorated with 
a big rattler or copperhead. It is related, and 
well verified, that sleep tohim is almost an 
impossibility if he has not several snakes 
in his bed. He delights to fondle a 
big rattlesnake before a crowd of wondoer- 
stricken spectators. Last march he went to 
Ardmore, a small town in the Indian territory, 
hoping to make some money by giving public 
exhibitions of his snake, a copperhead and a 
rattlesnake, but the rattler died en route. 
Not wishing to perform with only one snake, 
he took his flute, the work of his own 
handicraft, and started for the woods in quest 
of the reptiles. To the tune of his own weird 
music, like Jack the Piper, he marched along. 
He returned to town in about three hours with 
thirteen snakes of different species crawling 
after him. Sslecting a few from among them 
he exhibited his feats to wondering and liberal 
crowds. 


Shot His Wife. 

Twelve miles below Henderson, Ky., 
the other night, Harry Hill, belonging 
toa wealthy family, shothis wife with 
a shotgun. 


Hill was arrested, and stated that he and his 
wife were eating supper. She was coming 
from the kitchen into the dining-room. The 
gan, which he was handling between his knees, 
went off, and its contents took effet in his 
wife's head.
